They  wore  taken  to  the  Kal  Tak  Aerodrome, 
cut  down  with  swords,  stabbed  with  bayonets  and  shot.

Duck,  R.a.P.C. ,  is  now  offered  for  identification.  The  marked  excerpts 
are  offered  in  «vl<  ence.  The  affidavit  states  in  July  1942  at  Shaoshulpo 
Canp  an  escape  tunnel  v/p.s  discovered  by  the  Japanese.  Jight  British 
other  ranks  vere  arrested  ant  four  were  not  returned  to  the  camp.  In 
august  1945  the  deponent  saw  a  list  prepared  by  tho  Japanese  in  which 
these  four  British  soldiers  were  named  as  having  been  killed  by  shooting. 
Prisoners  of  vrr  were  employed  in  repairing  guns  and  in  the  enlargement 
of  Kal  Tak  Aerodrome.  *n  Lnglish  artillery  officer  who  protested  was 
severely  beaten.  He  saw  the  Roman  Catholic  padre,  Captain  Green,  after 
he  had  been  beaten  and  he  was  very  severely  knocked  about.

The 
marked  excerpts  aro  offered  In  ovidenco.  The  pfficavit  doecrlbee  the 
inadequacy  of  the  pccocmocetlonB  both  at  Shan  Shul  Po  end  ilorth  Point 
Cpjnos.  Vhen  asked  to  sign  an  afficavit  that  prisoners  voulc  not  attompt 
to  eserpe  it  WR9  pointed  out  to  the  Japanese  co-can«.eat  that  it  ves  a 
nilitary  cuty  to  attenpt  to  escape,  whereupon  the  Coo:endant  replied 
that  the  prisoners  were  no  longer  officers  but  voro  norely  orisoncre  of 
wpt  eau  that  refusal  to  obey  an  order  of  tho  Jrpenese  arny  voulc.  have 
serious  consequences.  The  affidavit  describes  the  boating  of  officers 
including  one  who  had  complained  to  the  visiting  Representative  of  the 
Red  Cross  that  the  prisoners  *ero  being  starved  to  death.  The  affidavit 
plso  states  that  Sgt.  Paine  and  threo  other  Cana  ians  oscaped  from  the 
caop  on  20  august  1942.

Ibny  of  the 
men  uere  forced  when  very  ill  to  g>  on  working  portiea.  In  the 
autumn  of  19^2  diphtheria  and  dyaontory  broke  out.  The  Japaneao  re- 
fuaod  the  aiok  men  any  medical  attention  with  the  roault  that  about 
200  died.  In  Juno  or  July  19^3  Captain  Douglaa  Ford,  Royal  3cota,  and 
Flying  Officer  C.  0.  Qrey,  R.i-.F.,  were  tortured,  tried,  and  ahot 
for  attempting  to  escape.  The  prisoners  were  warned  not  to  apeak 


to  the  Red  Cross  representative  "ho  visited  the  cr.njp  in  August  19^4.  ®»d 


Lieutenant  B  rnett  was  beaten  for  celling  out  to  the  representative 
that  the  prisoners  were  starving.

The  marked  excerpts  are  offered  in  evidence.  The  affidavit  states  that 
in  the  autumn  of  1%.2  a  severe  epidemic  of  diphtheria  broke  out  in  Sharashuip 
Camp.  The  Japanese  authority  provided  no  medical  attention  or  drugs, 

.Tnd  although  beds  rere  available  in  many  ccaea  the  sick  rere  left  on 
the  ooncrete  floor  and  diod.  The  deponent  describes  ho"  he  ras  severely 
beaten  because  he  contained  at  the  deice’  in  the  dietriHition  of 
money*  made  availoble  by  the  Vatican  for  the  benefit  of  the  prisoners.

This  a^fidovit  states  that 

the  deponent  was  Senior  British  Medical  Officer  at  ’tong  Kong  and  com~ 

manded  Bowen  Hoad  Hospital.  He  describes  the  nedlclues  provided  as 

grossly  inadequate  to  cope  with  the  diaeares  oaused  by  malnutrition 

and  such  diseases  as  oeri  beri,  pelagra,  and  failing  vision.  The  ford 

Supplied  was  on  a  starvation  diet  and  Red  Cross  parcels  were  fteely 

taken  b>  the  Japanese  and  consumed  by  them. 
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
